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RULES 


AS  TO 
ENDOWED  ROOMS  AND  BEDS 


A  donation  of  $5,000  endows  a  bed  in  a  ward  with  the  right  to 
name  the  bed  in  perpetuity,  but  without  the  right  to  nominate  occu- 
pants for  the  bed. 

A  donation  of  $7,500  endows  a  bed  in  a  ward  with  the  right  to 
name  the  bed  in  perpetuity  and  the  right  to  nominate  the  occupants 
of  the  bed  during  the  life  of  the  endower. 

A  donation  of  $10,000  endows  a  private  room  with  the  right  to 
name  the  room  in  perpetuity,  but  without  the  right  to  nominate  the 
occupants   of  the  room. 

A  donation  of  $25,000  endows  a  private  room  and  the  right  to 
name,  the  room  in  perpetuity  and  the  right  to  nominate  the  occupants 
of  the  room  during  the  lifetime  of  the  endower. 

The  right  to  nominate  the  occupants  of  a  bed  or  room  shall  be  un- 
derstood to  mean: 

That  the  endower  shall  have  the  right  to  nominate  one  patient  at 
a  time  to  occupy  the  said  bed  or  room,  and  if  all  beds  or  rooms  are 
occupied  to  a  preference  over  all  other  applicants  when  a  vacancy 
occurs. 

In  the  event  that  an  endowed  bed  or  room  is  occupied  the  Hospital 
reserves  the  right  to  place  the  patient  in  some  other  equally  good  bed 
or  room. 

Persons  nominated  to  free  beds  or  rooms  should  be  worthy  subjects 
for   such'  charity. 

Persons  whose  means  admit  of  their  paying  for  hospital  care  and 
treatment  are  not  acceptable  as  occupants  of  free  beds.

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BENJAMIN  ALLEN 

An  Appreciation 

Peacefully,  as  he  had  lived  for  nearly  four  score  years, 
Benjamin  Allen  entered  into  life  Eternal  on  August  first, 
1924,  after  a  brief  illness  at  his  home  in  Winnetka,  Illinois. 
The  announcement  of  Mr.  Allen's  passing  was  received  with 
genuine  sorrow  and  regret  by  his  many  friends,  and  espe- 
cially by  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Luke's 
Hospital,  who  had  learned  to  hold  in  high  esteem  this  man 
of  quiet  demeanor  whose  words  were  few,  but  whose  deeds 
were  eloquent.  His  untiring  efforts  in  securing  funds  for 
the  New  Hospital  were  most  successful  and  won  the  enthusi- 
astic commendation  of  all  his  associates  in  that  intensive 
campaign. 

Coming  to  Chicago  in  1865,  Mr.  Allen  was  identified  with 
Grace  Church  and  Dr.  Locke  and  the  fortunes  of  St.  Luke's 
Hospital  from  its  very  beginning.  During  his  few  years  ser- 
vice as  trustee  he  was  always  present  at  meetings  and  con- 
scientious in  his  discharge  of  responsibilities.  Ever  devoted 
to  the  best  interest  of  St.  Luke's,  he  was  active  in  its  service 
to  the  very  last  weeks  and  days  of  his  life.  In  the  removal 
of  Mr.  Benjamin  Allen  from  their  midst,  the  Trustees  of  St. 
Luke's  Hospital  desire  to  express  their  sense  of  loss,  their 
gratitude  for  his  service  in  the  cause  of  humanity  and  to 
extend  their  heartfelt  sympathy  to  his  bereaved  family.

RESOLUTION 

William  Otis  Waters,  D.D.,  was  born  at  North  Norwich, 
New  York,  September  4,  1861.  He  attended  St.  John's 
School  at  Manlins,  New  York,  and  Hobart  College,  and  dur- 
ing the  early  years  after  his  graduation,  devoted  his  atten- 
tion to  teaching  Greek  and  Latin  and  in  preparation  for  the 
Ministry. 

His  first  important  call  was  St.  Andrews  Church,  in  De- 
troit, where  he  was  very  successful  in  building  up  a  large 
congregation  and  subsequently  in  the  erection  of  a  very 
handsome  church.  He  came  from  there  to  Grace  Church, 
Chicago,  in  1903,  following  upon  the  resignation  of  Dr. 
Stires,  and  while  the  situation  was  a  difficult  one,  in  view  of 
the  great  popularity  of  Dr.  Stires,  he  immediately  proved 
his  ability  and  energy  in  all  phases  of  his  parochial  duties. 

He  was  a  forceful  and  earnest  speaker;  able  and  sugges- 
tive in  the  affairs  of  the  Parish ;  a  prominent  figure  in 
Diocesan  conventions,  and  in  Councils,  and  served  with  dis- 
tinction on  many  public  occasions. 

In  the  later  years  of  his  ministry,  his  church  was  de- 
stroyed by  fire,  and  a  short  time  following  that  disaster,  the 
Parish  became  greatly  impaired  as  a  residential  section  and 
its  membership  widely  scattered  by  the  removal  of  many  of 
the  congregation  to  other  and  distant  parts  of  the  city  and 
suburbs. 

Most  of  the  accessible  people  had  small  means,  and  it  be- 
came evident  that  it  would  be  difficult  even  to  build  a 
Chapel,  although  this  structure  had  been  advanced  to  the 
point  of  the  erection  of  the  steel  work.  Dr.  Waters  had 
been  alive  to  the  significance  and  imminence  of  these  influ- 
ences, but  they  became  effective  in  much  less  time  than  it 
was  supposed  to  be  possible,  so  that  a  large  and  prosperous 
Parish  was  swept  out  of  existence  in  a  few  years,  leaving  a 
field  practically  for  new  development  along  entirely  differ- 
ent lines.  Such  being  the  case,  it  was  not  considered  advis- 
able to  attempt  the  erection  of  either  Church  or  Chapei  on 
the  old  site,  as  it  seemed  best  to  meet  the  demands  of  the 
new  conditions  in  this  district,  by  the  erection  of  a  Chapel 
near,  or  adjoining  the  Hospital,  by  concentrating  upon  near- 
by Hospital  needs,  and  upon  parochial  activities,  largely  de- 
voted to  Missionary  and  Social  Service  work. 
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His  church  some  time  before  had  protected  itself  by  the 
creation  of  an  Endowment  Fund,  and  it  later  received  from 
the  Straut  Estate  a  very  generous  bequest,  the  income  from 
which  was  to  be  used  strictly  for  Missionary  and  Charitable 
purposes  in  the  territory  of  the  Parish  of  Grace  Church,  the 
capital  of  these  funds  being  safely  protected  by  being  placed 
in  the  hands  of  financial  institutions  as  Trustees,  but  the 
administration  of  the  income  was  left  with  the  Vestry  of  the 
Church. 

Dr.  Waters  was  wise  enough  to  see  the  possibility  of 
future  danger  in  the  administration  of  these  financial  obliga- 
tions, which  might  arise  from  the  rapidly  changing  and  un- 
stable character  of  the  personnel,  and  as  he  had  been  a 
Trustee  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  for  many  years,  he  concluded 
that  it  would  be  wise  to  effect  a  combination  of  interests 
between  Grace  Church  and  the  Hospital,  so  that  the  affairs 
of  the  Church  would  have  the  permanent  protection  of  the 
type  of  men  who  would  be  called  to  be  Trustees  of  the  Hos- 
pital, and  also  because  there  was  a  large  field  of  work  for 
the  Church  in  the  Hospital  itself,  which  needed  new  support 
and  reorganization  and  which  included  not  only  the  work 
incidental  to  the  Chapel,  but  an  opportunity  to  share  with 
the  Hospital  in  the  development  of  its  Social  Service,  this 
service  coming  clearly  within  the  specifications  of  the  Straut 
Trust. 

Negotiations  which  were  undertaken  at  that  time  were 
guided  by  the  spirit  of  interest  in  the  two  institutions.  There 
was  to  be  co-operation  in  spiritual,  moral  and  charitable 
objects.  There  was  to  be  protection  and  useful  development 
by  interlocking  of  relations  of  Trustees  and  Vestrymen.  The 
whole  attitude  of  the  Rector  of  Grace  Church,  his  Wardens, 
and  Vestry,  and  his  Parishioners,  was  most  generous,  broad- 
minded,  and  far-seeing.  Agreeing  to  a  reorganization  which 
included  a  change  in  the  Vestry  from  twelve  to  seven,  and 
consenting  at  once  to  the  election  of  four  of  the  Hospital 
Trustees  as  Vestrymen. 

THEREFORE,  it  should  be  spread  upon  the  record  of 
St.  Luke's  Hospital  that  in  the  death  of  Dr.  Waters,  they 
have  lost  a  Trustee  who  not  only  gave  many  years  of  intelli- 
gent activity  to  his  duties,  and  constant  interest  in,  and 
affection  for  the  Hospital,  but  has  shown  by  these  last  acts 
of  his  life,  his  faith  and  high  confidence  in  St.  Luke's;  its 
stability  and  power  to  render  permanent  assistance  and  pro- 
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tection,  and  the  moral  guarantee  that  the  Trustees  of  St. 
Luke's  would  always  be  actuated  by  a  delicate  sense  of  fair 
minded  justice,  in  exercising  the  responsibilities  given  over 
to  their  care,  by  this  unreserved  coalition. 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  this  expression  of  appreciation 
be  spread  upon  the  Minutes  of  this  Meeting  and  that  Mrs. 
Waters  and  the  Wardens  of  Grace  Church  be  informed  of 
the  action  of  this  Board.

An  Appreciation 

"At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Luke's 
Hospital,  Chicago,  on  March  twenty-fifth,  Nineteen  Hundred 
Twenty-five,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

ROBERT  W.  ROLOSON  departed  this  life  on  January 
11th,  1925,  at  Winter  Park,  Florida,  where  he  had  gone  for 
the  winter  season.  Mr.  Roloson  was  a  successful  business 
man  of  modest  and  retiring  disposition,  whose  interest  in 
religion  and  good  works  were  far  greater  than  might  appear 
on  the  surface  to  the  world  at  large.  To  his  intimate  friends 
he  was  known  to  be  a  generous  contributor  to  the  Church 
and  many  charities,  usually  insisting  that  his  name  be  with- 
held and  his  giving  anonymous. 

Mr.  Roloson  was  a  great  friend  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  and 
considered  its  upbuilding  and  development  the  most  worthy 
cause  to  which  a  man  could  give  his  money.  He  was  a  most 
generous  contributor  to  the  New  Building  Fund,  and  by  his 
frequent  visits  on  charitable  errands  manifested  his  keen 
interest  in  the  life  and  work  of  the  hospital.  The  Board  of 
Trustees  of  St.  Luke's  hereby  record  their  thankful  apprecia- 
tion of  Mr.  Roloson 's  substantial  support  of  the  institution 
and  commend  his  example  to  all  who  desire  to  be  of  use  to 
their  fellow  men.

An  Appreciation 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Luke's  Hos- 
pital of  Chicago,  Illinois,  on  October  29th,  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted : 

Dr.  Thomas  J.  Watkins,  who  for  thirty  years  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  staff  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  was  taken  by  death 
April  1,  1925. 

Dr.  Watkins  was  born  on  a  farm  near  Utica,  New  York, 
in  1863.  He  earned  money  to  pay  his  way  though  a  neigh- 
boring preparatory  college,  later  entered  the  University  of 
Michigan,  and  finally  obtained  his  medical  degree  from 
Bellevue  Hospital  Medical  School.  The  prolonged  interne- 
ship  at  that  hospital  qualified  him  to  an  unusual  degree  for 
the  specialty  of  his  choice.  In  1889  he  came  to  Chicago  and 
shortly  after  this  he  became  a  member  of  the  faculty  of 
Northwestern  University  Medical  School,  and  later  head  of 
the  Department  of  Gynecology,  a  position  held  by  him  until 
his  death. 

Dr.  Watkins  had  an  international  reputation  in  his  spe- 
cialty. In  1915  he  was  elected  President  of  the  American 
Gynecological  Association,  the  highest  honor  the  profession 
of  the  LTnited  States  could  bestow. 

He  was  a  man  well  deserving  the  title  of  gentleman — 
kindly  and  gentle,  he  was  beloved  by  his  colleagues  and 
patients.  He  was  a  loyal  friend  to  St.  Luke's  Hospital — 
deeply  interested  in  her  good  name  and  increasing  promi- 
nence. 

The  trustees,  deeply  grieved  by  his  death,  place  this  me- 
morial in  their  records  as  a  slight  recognition  of  their  appre- 
ciation of  this  gentle  and  distinguished  physician.

To  the  Board  of  Trustees 


The  great  event  of  the  year  was  the  completion  of  the 
New  Main  Building.  Early  in  March  we  began  moving 
patients  into  the  floors  of  the  New  Building  as  fast  as  they 
were  completed  and  before  the  end  of  the  month  all  were 
removed  from  the  old  buildings. 

In  preparation  for  the  New  Building,  the  east  wing  of  the 
old  building  was  vacated  February  5th,  1924,  and  a  few  days 
later  wrecking  began  and  March  4th  excavation  was  started. 

This  building,  with  a  frontage  of  200  ft.  on  Indiana  Ave., 
rests  on  concrete  caissons  running  up  one  hundred  feet 
from  bed  rock.  It  is  a  steel  skeleton  type  of  nineteen  stories 
at  the  south  end  and  twenty-one  stories  at  the  north.  The 
tall  type  of  building  was  selected  after  very  careful  consid- 
eration. The  reasons  for  this  choice  were :  high  cost  of  land, 
lower  construction  cost,  economy  in  operation,  and  relative 
freedom  from  ordinary  street  noise  and  better  air  conditions 
on  the  upper  floors. 

In  order  to  make  it  absolutely  safe,  it  was  necessary  that 
it  should  be  fireproof ;  not  in  the  ordinary  sense  of  the  word, 
but  fireproof  in  fact,  as  against  any  risk  from  without  or 
within.  With  this  in  view,  the  building  was  designed  with 
absolutely  no  combustible  materials.  Metal  replaces  wood 
throughout,  The  furniture  and  equipment,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  bedding  and  a  few  chairs,  is  metal. 

The  occupancy  of  the  building  is  as  follows : 

Basement — Physiotherapy  Department,  Sterilizing  Room, 
Surgical  Supply  Room,  Record  Room,  Machine  Shop  and 
Machinery. 

First  Floor — Offices,  Clinic  Rooms. 

Second  Floor — Educational  Department  of  the  Training 
School  for  Nurses. 

Third,  Fourth  and  Fifth  Floors  were  especially  designed 
to  serve  temporarily  as  dormitories  for  the  pupil  nurses  and 
will  later  be  converted  to  patients'  accommodations. 

Sixth  and  Seventh — Small  private  and  semi-private  rooms. 

Eighth  to  Seventeenth — Wards. 
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Eighteenth — Laboratories. 

Nineteenth — Operating  Rooms  and  X-ray  Department. 

Twentieth — Machinery. 

The  present  capacity  of  the  building  is  550,  making  the 
total  capacity  of  the  hospital  670  beds.  When  the  floors 
occupied  by  nurses  are  used  for  patients,  we  will  have  a 
capacity  of  800  beds. 

In  a  tall  building,  elevator  service  of  very  unusual  effi- 
ciency is  imperative  and  to  meet  the  demand,  four  elevators 
of  the  most  modern  type,  running  at  speeds  of  600  to  750 
feet  per  minute,  were  installed.  Every  device  known  for 
safety  and  efficiency  is  included. 

There  are  four  fast  dumbwaiters  for  the  transport  of  food 
and  supplies  and  pneumatic  tubes  are  used  to  carry  papers 
and  small  packages. 

No  expense  has  been  spared  to  secure  the  best  possible 
plumbing.  In  addition  to  tub  baths,  each  floor  is  provided 
with  shower  baths. 

In  all  places  where  equable  temperatures  are  desired,  the 
heat  is  automatically  controlled.  The  building  is  mechan- 
ically ventilated  and  window  ventilation  is  not  necessary. 

The  X-ray  Department,  located  on  the  south  end  of  the 
19th  floor,  is  equipped  with  the  most  modern  apparatus. 
One  feature  is  that  all  the  generating  apparatus  is  located 
in  the  attic.  This  saves  space,  eliminates  a  source  of  some 
danger  and  patients  are  not  alarmed  by  noise  and  moving 
machinery.  The  equipment  consists  of  two  deep  therapy 
units,  two  radiographic  units,  two  fluoroscopic  units,  one 
movable  unit  for  use  in  operating  rooms  and  one  bedside 
unit.     Each  room  has  full  accessory  equipment. 

Extraordinary  precautions  have  been  taken  to  protect 
patients,  technicians  and  others  against  the  deleterious 
effects  of  prolonged  and  frequent  exposure  to  the  ray. 

The  Hospital  is  most  fortunate  in  being  the  home  of  the 
Henry  Baird  Favill  Laboratory,  which  was  given  by  the 
friends  of  the  late  Dr.  Henry  Baird  Favill.  An  entire  floor 
is  devoted  to  this  Laboratory.  While  the  primary  purpose 
of  this  department  is  to  provide  every  useful  test  in  diag- 


nosis  with  exactitude  and  promptness,  investigative  work  of 
a  very  high  order  is  being  carried  on  by  trained  research 
workers.  There  are  now  four  workers  who  devote  their 
time  to  research  entirely. 

The  large  Medical  Library  of  the  Hospital  has  a  place  on 
this  floor.  The  Metabolism  and  Cardiograph  Departments 
are  also  included. 

The  Operating  Rooms  occupy  the  north  end  of  the  19th 
floor.  The  main  amphitheatre  has  seats  for  85  spectators, 
while  the  second  one  will  accommodate  64.  The  operative 
clinics  are  held  in  these  amphitheatres.  There  is  a  third 
amphitheatre  for  Medical  Clinics  on  the  12th  floor.  Besides 
the  amphitheatre,  there  are  three  other  operating  rooms  on 
the  19th  floor  and  two  on  the  10th  floor.  Follow-up  Clinics 
are  held  every  day  in  the  week  in  the  out-patient  depart- 
ment on  the  first  floor. 

The  main  office  is  a  simple  but  very  dignified  room  and 
here  all  business  with  patients  in  this  building  is  transacted. 

The  George  Smith  Memorial,  the  private  room  building, 
remains  unchanged. 

The  older  buildings,  which  remain,  have  all  been  reha- 
bilitated and  converted  to  domestic  and  dormitory  uses. 

The  old  power  and  steam  plant,  designed  for  about  one- 
half  the  building  space,  was  inadequate  and  it  was  neces- 
sary to  erect  a  new  boiler  house.  The  steam  plant  consists 
of  two  750  horse  power  water  tube  boilers  with  chain  grates 
and  power  coal  and  ash  handling  machinery. 

The  coal  is  received  in  the  basement,  hoisted  to  bunkers 
overhead  and  fed  by  gravity  to  the  stokers.  The  ashes  are 
hoisted  to  a  bin  overhead  and  dumped  into  the  trucks 
through  a  chute. 

The  boilers  can  be  economically  operated  at  double  their 
rated  capacity  and  either  one  will  supply  heat  for  the  entire 
plant  and  besides  these,  we  retain  two  old  boilers.  The  ar- 
rangement of  the  entire  plant  is  such  that  in  the  event  of  a 
breakdown  of  any  essential  machine,  provision  is  made  to 
care  for  its  work  without  delay. 

The  economy  of  this  installation  is  demonstrated  by  our 
fuel  bill  which  is  about  one  thousand  dollars  a  month  during 
the  winter  less  than  before  the  erection  of  the  new  building. 
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The  past  year  has  been  marked  by  many  changes  in 
personnel,  made  necessary  by  the  rapid  expansion  from  a 
skeleton  organization  to  a  665  bed  proposition. 

During  the  period  of  partial  occupancy  overhead  costs 
were  high,  but  while  our  statement  shows  a  loss  of  $12,967.03 
for  the  year,  it  was  occasioned  largely  by  expenditures  con- 
nected with  a  real  estate  transaction,  interest  charges  and 
matters  not  connected  with  the  routine  work  of  the  Hospital. 
An  increase  of  $138,500.00  in  our  endowment  fund  is  worthy 
of  note. 

The  Henry  Baird  Favill  Laboratory  now  is  in  full  opera- 
tion and  is  meeting  all  demands  for  clinical  work  and  is 
making  progress  in  research  work,  which  is  attracting  wide- 
spread notice  in  scientific  circles. 

The  growth  of  the  work  in  the  X-Ray  Department  is  grati- 
fying and  I  predict  a  much  greater  increase  during  the  next 
year. 

The  Hospital  has  suffered  in  the  passing  of  two  Trustees, 
two  members  of  the  Medical  Board  and  a  very  close  and 
generous  friend. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  of  the  untiring  support  of  the 
Woman's  Board.  The  reports  of  their  Committees  will  be 
found  most  interesting.

The  second  floor  of  the  Main  Building-,  with  its  well 
equipped  classrooms,  reference  library  and  living  rooms, 
which  had  been  allotted  to  the  social  and  educational  activ- 
ities of  the  Nurses'  School,  and  the  three  floors  above  ar- 
ranged to  afford  dormitory  accommodations,  were  in  readi- 
ness for  the  fall  class,  which  numbered  the  largest  in  our 
history. 

For  the  beautifully  furnished  living  rooms,  and  a  large 
addition  to  the  reference  library,  we  are  indebted  to  the 
Woman's  Board. 

To  the  Medical  Board  we  wish  to  express  our  apprecia- 
tion and  thanks  for  their  ever  readiness  to  care  for  the 
nurses  who  are  ill ;  also  for  the  invaluable  assistance  in 
class  room  instruction. 

We  chronicle,  with  deepest  regrets,  the  passing  of  Father 
Wright,  the  Reverend  Wm.  0.  Waters,  Dr.  Thos.  J.  Wat- 
kins,  Dr.  Thomas  H.  Lewis  and  Dr.  A.  B.  Supple  of  the 
Medical  Staff,  and  Miss  Lyla  Brown  of  the  class  of  1927. 

During  the  past  year,  courses  in  Public  Sanitation  and 
Psychology  given  by  Professors  John  F.  Norton  and  Mar- 
garet Miller  of  the  University  of  Chicago,  and  a  course  in 
Sociology,  given  by  Professor  Wm.  L.  Bailey  of  North- 
western University,  were  added  to  the  curriculum,  thus 
enabling  us  to  more  adequately  prepare  the  young  women 
of  our  school  to  meet  the  present  urgent  problems  of  national 
vitality. 

A  Scholarship  was  offered  by  the  St.  Luke's  Alumnae 
Association  for  the  course  in  Administration  and  Teaching 
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in  Schools  of  Nursing  at  the  University  of  Chicago,  this 
scholarship  was  awarded  to  one  of  the  recent  graduates  who 
has  since  returned  to  the  School  and  is  now  on  our  Teaching 
Staff.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  seven  of  our  graduates 
were  enrolled  in  this  course,  the  first  to  be  given  in  Chicago. 
A  Scholarship  offered  by  the  National  League  of  Nursing 
Education  for  the  course  in  Nursing  and  Health  at  Columbia 
University  was  also  awarded  to  one  of  our  graduates. 

The  banquet  given  by  the  Alumnae  Association  for  the 
class  of  1925  proved  to  be  a  delightful  home-coming  for  the 
graduates  as  well — many  stopping  over  to  get  acquainted 
with  the  new  St.  Luke's. 

One  need  only  to  scan  the  list  of  recent  graduates  who  are 
holding  responsible  positions  in  foreign  countries  as  well  as 
at  home,  to  realize  that  St.  Luke's  has  not  failed  in  its  obli- 
gations to  the  profession.

Report  for  1925 

The  work  of  the  laboratory  during  the  first  half  of  the 
year  1925  was  done  in  its  old  quarters,  while  the  18th  floor 
of  the  new  addition  to  the  hospital  was  being  completed  and 
the  necessary  fixtures  and  plumbing  installed.  This  new 
laboratory,  named  in  honor  of  Dr.  Henry  Baird  Favill,  was 
occupied  June  20,  1925,  and  in  the  details  of  its  construc- 
tion, like  the  other  parts  of  the  new  addition,  is  an  accom- 
plishment in  building  research  as  splendid  as  those  in  any 
science.  The  construction  provides  individual  rooms  for 
the  separate  kinds  of  examinations,  such  as,  the  chemistry 
in  a  room  for  itself,  so  also  the  bacteriology,  the  urinanalysis, 
the  examinations  of  the  blood,  and  so  on.  These  rooms  for 
the  routine  work  occupy  that  part  of  the  floor  near  the 
passenger  and  freight  elevators,  those  for  research  are  at 
the  other  end.     (See  sketch.) 

As  the  different  floors  of  the  new  addition  to  the  hospital 
were  opened  for  patients,  the  routine  work  of  the  laboratory 
increased.  Additions  were  made  to  the  staff  of  workers  and 
the  various  departments  reorganized  in  order  that  the  exam- 
inations could  be  completed  promptly  and  accurately.  The 
skill  developed  in  these  routine  examinations  results,  from 
time  to  time,  in  establishing  the  diagnosis  of  an  unsuspected 
or  obscure  disease.

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In  another  part  of  the  hospital  a  room  with  a  small  amphi- 
theater has  been  arranged  for  making  postmortem  examina- 
tions. The  discussions  at  the  Staff  Clinic  on  Friday  morn- 
ings, in  connection  with  a  review  of  the  results  of  these 
examinations  and  the  difficulties  of  diagnosis  have  stimu- 
lated considerable  interest  among  the  physicians,  to  the  end 
that  the  number  of  examinations  has  increased  considerably. 

The  general  hospital  library  also  is  on  the  Laboratory 
floor.  With  so  many  details  of  organization  taking  prece- 
dence the  appointment  of  a  competent  librarian  has  been 
delayed  somewhat,  but  we  expect  soon  to  have  someone  in 
charge. 

The  laboratory  engages  in  research  and  investigations  as 
well  as  in  making  the  routine  examinations.  These  have 
been  made  possible  in  part,  or  have  been  aided  by  funds 
from  the  following  sources :  the  Seymour  Coman  Fellowship 
of  the  Chemistry  Department,  University  of  Chicago,  held 
by  Dr.  A.  P.  Locke ;  the  John  Jay  Borland  Fellowship,  held 
until  September  1,  1925  by  Dr.  Warner  S.  Bump ;  the  Charles 
H.  Schweppe  Fellowship,  started  July  1,  1925  with  the  ap- 
pointment of  Miss  Edna  Main ;  the  Winfield  Peck  Memorial 
Fund ;  and  additional  funds  from  Mrs.  John  Jay  Borland, 
and  Mr.  Charles  H.  Schweppe.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  ROENTGEN  DEPARTMENT 

1925 

The  first  week  of  June,  1925,  we  entered  our  new  depart- 
ment on  the  nineteenth  floor  of  the  main  building. 

The  department  is  well  equipped  in  every  respect  and  any 
type  of  X-ray  work  can  be  done — Radiographic,  Fluoro- 
scopic, and  Treatments. 

There  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  work  until  at  this 
time  we  are  handling  about  eight  hundred  patients  a  month. 
The  daily  average  for  the  past  several  months  has  been 
thirty  patients.  At  the  present  rate,  which  should  increase 
rather  than  decrease,  our  yearly  examination  should  total 
about  ten  thousand  patients.  This  will  be  about  one  hun- 
dred per  cent  increase  m  work  over  the  older  department, 
where  we  handled  at  a  maximum  five  thousand  patients 
yearly. 

Part  of  the  increase  has  been  due  to  the  enlarged  hospital 
but  the  larger  percentage  of  the  increase  has  been  due  to 
the  ability  of  the  department  to  render  better  service  to 
the  doctors  and  patients. 

There  will  obviously  always  be  a  certain  amount  of  delay 
in  handling  patients  due  to  our  geographical  location  and 
the  large  amount  of  space  covered  by  the  hospital.  We  are 
attempting  to  obviate  the  delay  by  operating  four  radio- 
graphic machines  simultaneously. 

Patients  are  examined  and  immediately  returned  to  their 
rooms  by  an  orderly  assigned  to  the  department  for  the 
express  purpose. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  offered  a  course  of  X-ray 
training  for  technicians.  The  course  consists  of  all  types 
of  radiographic  work  covering  a  period  of  six  months.  Three 
students  comprise  a  class,  which  allows  for  close  supervision 
of  each  student  by  our  regular  staff.  The  course  is  offered 
free  of  charge  and  we  furnish  board,  room  and  laundry  to 
each  student.     The  course  has  been  liberally  attended.

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CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees,  St.  Luke's  Hospital, 

Gentlemen : 

In  this  preparation  of  a  Chaplain's  Report,  the  writer  is 
at  once  impressed  by  the  fact  that  for  the  first  time  in  some 
thirty  years  such  report  does  not  bear  the  familiar  signature 
of  George  Deming  Wright,  since  he  passed  to  his  rest  and 
reward  nearly  a  year  ago.  For  the  first  time,  too,  the  report 
is  issued  under  the  joint  auspices  of  Grace  Church  and 
St.  Luke's  Hospital,  the  Chaplain  of  the  latter — when  offi- 
cially called  and  appointed — becoming  also  the  Rector  of 
Grace  Church. 

Obviously  a  Chaplain  who  has  but  been  in  touch  with  the 
duties  of  that  office  at  St.  Luke 's  since  February  the  twelfth 
last,  cannot  write  with  any  personal  knowledge  of  the  work 
carried  on  by  his  predecessors  during  the  year  1925  beyond 
the  mere  mention  of  the  Chapel  services,  the  record  of  which 
is  in  his  possession.  These  records  show  that  a  daily  morn- 
ing service  has  been  maintained,  largely  in  accordance  with 
the  original  intention  of  the  founders  of  St.  Luke's.  So  far 
as  pastoral  ministrations  are  concerned,  he  is  assured  that 
the  sick  in  the  various  wards  have  been  regularly  visited. 

Perhaps  a  brief  word  may  be  in  order  here  relative  to  the 
duties  of  the  Chaplain  at  St.  Luke's  as  the  present  tempo- 
rary holder  of  that  office  sees  them :  Though  a  clergyman  of 
the  Episcopal  Church,  he  is  at  St.  Luke's  in  the  spiritual 
interests  of  all  within  the  confines  of  the  hospital,  patients 
or  otherwise,  irrespective  of  creed.  He  will  quite  naturally 
make  the  members  of  his  own  church  his  first  and  closest 
charge,  but  he  will  be  equally  ready  and  desirous  of  calling 
upon  all  who  welcome  him.  His  calls  upon  entire  strangers 
will  at  the  outset  be  of  a  social  nature,  with  kindly  inquiry 
as  to  the  patient's  condition  and  progress.  Should  fitting 
opportunity  offer  to  speak  on  other  than  social  lines,  he 
will  of  course  readily  avail  himself  of  it,  Already  the  writer 
has  called  on  a  number  of  patients  who  by  descent  have  little 
in  common  with  the  faith  of  the  Christian  Church,  yet  who 
have  welcomed  him  and  requested  further  calls.  Whenever 
patients  desire  ministrations  of  their  own  respective  pastors, 
the  Chaplain  endeavors  to  get  into  touch  with   them.     In 
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numerous  instances,  those  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church, 
the  Paulist  Fathers  from  St.  Mary's  on  Wabash  Avenue  have 
been  called  in  to  care  for  the  members  of  that  Communion. 
The  duties  of  the  Chaplain  in  St.  Luke's,  or  in  any  similar 
institution,  are  well  covered  by  the  following*  lines  from 
Shakespeare:  "The  Priest  of  Saint  Luke's  is  at  your  com- 
mand at  all  times."  ("Taming'  of  the  Shrew,"  Act  IV, 
Scene  4.) 

The  step  which  Grace  Church  has  taken  in  linking'  up  its 
interests  with  St.  Luke's  is  a  most  important  and  far-reach- 
ing one,  and  ought  to  prove  mutually  beneficial.  As  a  parish, 
Grace  Church,  through  mere  force  of  circumstances,  finds 
itself  with  but  a  suggestion  of  its  once  large  and  represent- 
ative following.  Working  alone,  it  must  in  these  days,  of 
necessity  have  devoted  itself  almost  exclusively  to  that 
branch  of  work  which  has  come  to  be  known  as  Christian 
Social  Service,  and  in  which  St.  Luke's  offers  so  extensive 
a  field.  The  Hospital  thus  becomes  a  very  real  part  of 
Grace  Church  parish,  and  the  step  recently  taken  Avould, 
under  the  totally  changed  conditions  in  environment,  etc., 
have  undoubtedly  had  the  hearty  approval  of  Doctor  Locke, 
to  whose  untiring  efforts  both  Grace  Church  and  St.  Luke's 
Hospital  are  lastingly  indebted.  The  care  of  the  patients, 
together  with  a  system  of  kindly  and  careful  enquiry  by  the 
Social  Service  Department  for  the  purpose  of  helping  really 
deserving  cases,  can  now,  by  the  added  help  of  Grace  Church, 
be  carried  out  to  far  better  effect  than  in  the  past,  thus 
relieving  the  Hospital  along  these  lines  and  enabling  it  to 
devote  its  entire  energies  towards  the  medical  and  surgical 
needs  of  the  patients.  In  this  connection,  a  recent  tempo- 
rary Chaplain  of  St.  Luke's  remarked  to  the  writer  that  in 
his  opinion  Grace  Church  has  never  done  better  work  than 
that  in  which  she  is  now  engaged. 

One  further  and  final  word:  It  is  the  impression  of 
the  writer, — an  impression  which  has  been  strengthened 
with  every  passing  week — that  there  is  one  important  point 
in  this  interchange  of  interests  between  Grace  Church  and 
St.  Luke's  which  should  claim  immediate  attention,  i.  e., 
the  Chapel.  For  the  Chapel  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  now 
becomes  also  the  parish  church  of  Grace.  Thanks  to  the 
recent  renovation  and  improvements  the  Chapel  presents 
an  attractive  and  churchly  interior,  but  there  are  a  number 
of  serious  defects  about  it  which  call  for  correction  at  an 
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early  date.  When  these  much-needed  adjustments  have 
been  made,  the  Chapel  will  much  more  fittingly  serve  its 
purpose  until  such  time  as  a  new  and  somewhat  larger  edi- 
fice, embodying  the  best  ecclesiastical  architecture,  correct, 
artistic  and  beautiful,  complete  in  all  its  appointments,  shall 
be  available.  This  need  is  one  which  the  late  Rector  of 
Grace  constantly  had  in  mind,  and  in  which  he  would  most 
likely  have  taken  prompt  and  active  steps  had  he  lived.  The 
new  Chapel  of  Grace  Church  and  St.  Luke's  should  have 
many  memorials.  It  should,  in  every  respect,  be  worthy  of 
the  best  and  highest  traditions  of  Grace  Church  in  her  most 
notable  days,  and  prove  a  constant  attraction  to,  and  spir- 
itual center  for  all  who  are,  or  shall  be,  interested  in  -the 
work  of  St.  Luke's.

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ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS 


FOR  CHILDREN  UNDER  12  YEARS  OF  AGE  $1.00  PER  DAY 
THE   CHARGE  FOR  OPEN  WARD   BEDS  IS  $3.00  PER  DAY 

The  Hospital  cares  for  an  average  of  about  one  hundred  and  twenty 
wholly  free  patients  and  will,  when  there  are  vacant  beds  in  the  open 
wards,  receive  patients  whose  means  are  limited  for  any  sum  which 
they  may  be  able  to  pay  and  those  without  means  as  free  patients, 
provided  they  are  admissible  under  the  rule  governing  the  admission 
of  patients. 

Applications  for  the  admission  of  patients  who  are  unable  to  apply 
in  person,  must  be  made  prior  to  sending  them,  and  should  be  made 
between  the  hours  of  nine  a.  m.  and  five  p.  m.  All  promises  of  admis- 
sion are  made  subject  to  the  result  of  an  examination,  as  to  admissi- 
bility, on  their  arrival  at  the  Hospital. 

The  financial  status  of  all  free  or  part  pay  patients  is  investigated 
by  the  Social  Service  Department  and  free  treatment  will  not  be  given 
unless  justified  by  the  report. 

Persons  making  application  on  behalf  of  others  should  be  able  to 
furnish  concise  information  on  the  following  points. 

The  nature  of  the  disease  or  injury. 

The  duration  of  the  disease  or  the  date  of  the  injury. 

Present  condition  of  the  patient. 

What  treatment  if  any  has  been  received? 

Is  the  patient  able  to  pay  the  full  rate,  or  pay  in  part,  or  is  he 
or  she  a  proper  subject  for  admission  as  a  free  patient? 

Patients  will  in  the  usual  course  be  received  only  between  the  hours 
of  nine  a.  m.  and  five  p.  m.,  but  emergency  cases  will  be  received  at 
any  hour. 

Visitors  to  patients  in  the  Main  Building  should  apply  at  the  Indiana 
Ave.  office. 

EXTRACT  FROM  THE  RULES 

"The  Hospital  is  for  the  treatment  of  acute,  curable,  non-contagious 
diseases  and  injuries.  The  following  are  inadmissible.  Sufferers  from 
contagious,  dangerously  infectious,  or  incurable  diseases,  cancers  of  an 
incurable  and  offensive  nature,  drug  habits,  delirium  tremens,  insanity, 
venereal  diseases,  phthisis  and  persons  whose  presence  in  the  wards 
would  be  prejudicial  to  the  welfare  of  the  other  patients. 

"Patients  who  refuse  to  accept  the  treatment  prescribed  by  the  Medi- 
cal Staff,  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  reasonable  instructions  of  the 
physicians  or  nurses,  or  who  willfully  violate  the  rules  of  the  Hospital 
will  be  discharged."

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REPORT  OF  THE  FURNISHING  COMMITTEE 

For  the  Year  1925 

The  efforts  of  the  Furnishing  Committee  of  the  Woman's 
Board  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  have  concentrated  during  the 
year  1925  on  the  decorating  and  furnishing  of  the  nurses' 
sitting-room  on  the  second  floor  of  the  new  building. 

The  Committee  consisted  of  Mrs.  Kersey  C.  Reed,  chair- 
man, and  Mrs.  Chauncey  Borland. 

The  problem  was  to  make  as  attractive  a  room  as  possible, 
to  create  a  homelike  atmosphere  and  yet  use  materials  and 
furniture  practical  enough  to  stand  the  hard  everyday  usage 
of  several  hundred  student  nurses. 

The  balance  on  hand,  consisting  of  funds  collected  by 
previous  Furnishing  Committees  was,  on 

December  1,  1924 $1,306.05 

Int.  to  October  15,  1925   35.79 

Making  a  total  of $1,341.84, 

the  amount  turned  over  to  this  Committee  to  use  toward 
furnishing  the  room. 

It  was  realized  that  this  amount  would  be  inadequate  for 
the  purpose  and  Mrs.  Reed  volunteered  to  make  up  the  addi- 
tional amount  required.  The  total  expense  was  $4,294.47,  of 
which  Mrs.  Reed  contributed  $2,952.63  which,  together  with 
the  amount  originally  turned  over  to  the  Committee,  covered 
the  entire  expense  of  the  room — all  of  which  has  been  fully 
paid. 

The  furnishing  of  the  room  was  completed  October  1,  1925, 
and  has  been  in  use  since  that  date.
